Officials  Meet 
To  Discuss 
City  Crossroad 

Discussions  are  underway  to 
decide  on  a suitable  connecting 
road  across  the  northeastern 
edge  of  Provo  between  Ninth 
East  and  Provo  Canyon  Road. 

The  traffic  artery  may  cut  ac- 
ross the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity campus. 

Two  routes  mentioned  for  the 
road  are  between  1400  and  1500 
North  and  at  1700  North. 

A portion  of  BYU’s  property 
would  be  crossed  by  the  1700 
North  road,  and  the  1400  North 
road  would  cut  directly  across 
the  campus  as  it  is  expected  to  be 
in  several  years. 

At"  the  present  time,  no  thor- 
oughfare exists  north  of  Eighth 
North  except  two  narrow  streets 
— one  at  1340  North  (Phillips 
Lane,  located  north  of  the  Heri- 
tage Halls  area)  and  a county 
road  at  about  2300  North. 

City,  county  and  university  of- 
ficials were  believed  to  have  met 
Wednesday  morning  concerning 
the  road.  An  announcement  on 
the  results  is  expected  within  the 
next  few  days.

Soviets  to  Observe  U.  S.  Elections 


WASHINGTON,  (INS)— Rus- 
sia accepted  today  a U.  S.  invi- 
tation to  send  two  or  three  ob- 
servers to  this  country  for  a 
first-hand  look  at  the  American 
elections. 

The  State  Department  said 
the  Soviet  Union  notified  the 
U.  S.  Embassy  in  Moscow  of  its 
acceptance  and  promised  to  in- 
vite an  equal  number  of  Ameri- 
can observers  to  watch  the  next 
elections  to  the  Supreme  Soviet. 

The  U.  S.  invitation  was  is- 
sued about  two  weeks  ago.  It 
went  to  four  Soviet  satellites — 
Czechoslovakia,  Poland,  Hun- 


gary and  Romania — as  well  as 
Russia  itself.

He  is  considered  by  many  as 
a good  field  general  and  passer, 
and  is  one  of  BYU’s  better 
punters. 

In  the  Fresno  State  game  a 
pass  from  Johnston  to  end  Tom 
Clark  scored  the  first  Cougar 
touchdown  of  the  1956  season, 
the  play  going  for  a total  of  70 
yards. 

Saturday  night  at  Fort  Col- 
lins he  again  turned  in  a good 
performance  (as  BYU  turned  in 
its  best  offensive  display  of  the 
season). 

Johnston  will  see  plenty  of 
action  Friday  night  when  the 
University  of  Utah  comes  to 
Cougarville  to  try  for  its  second 
conference  win. 

Nineteen  years  old,  Johnston 
stands  5’10”  tall,  and  tips  the 
scales  at  175  pounds.  He  is  ma- 
joring in  physical  education. 


FRIDAY  NIGHT  University  of  Utah  will  send  the  team  tout- 
ed by  many  to  take  the  Skyline  crown  this  year  to  Provo.  Since 
Utah  managed  to  hold  once  mighty  UCLA  to  13  points  two  week- 
ends ago,  and  after  their  impressive  victory  over  Montana  last 
weekend,  little  chance  is  given  to  Brigham  Young  University  as 
far  as  this  year’s  meeting  between  the  schools  is  concerned. 

And  yet,  this  is  a game  where  past  performancs  don’t  count 
one  bit.  BYU  has  managed  to  triumph  only  once  in  the  series  of 
games  with  the  Utes,  that  a 127  victory  in  1942,  but  have  played 
to  four  draws,  and  many  times  have  gone  into  a Utah  game  sev- 
eral touchdown  underdogs  and  lost  by  only  one  to  seven  points. 

THIS  YEAR,  as  before,  past  performances  will  make  no  differ- 
ence. The  Cougars  will  be  playing  to  win.  They  will  be  the  under- 
dog, but  in  a way  we  are  glad  of  that.  Knowing  they  are  picked 
to  lose,  the  Cats  will  be  going  out  on  the  field  ready  to  fight  all  the 
way,  realizing  that  is  the  only  way  they  can  stay  in  the  ball  game. 

Memories  of  games  in  the  immediate  past  come  to  mind  at  this 
point;  games  where  the  Redskins  were  supposed  to  run  wild  over 
the  Brigham  Young  team  and  when  the  final  gun  went  off  were 
happy  to  leave  the  field  with  a point  separation  of  one  touchdown 
or  less- 

WHAT  ABOUT  the  televised  Thanksgiving  day  game  back  in 
1953.  Picked  as  the  ABC  “Game  of  the  Week,”  that  contest  was 
televised  nationally.  Most  people  felt  that  the  Cougars  'were  on 
their  way  to  coast  to  coast  humiliation,  supposedly  not  having  a 
chance  to  stay  close  to  the  Utes.  But  when  the  game  was  over  the 
scoreboard  read  Utah  33,  Brigham  Young  32. 

The  Cats  had  risen  from  the  ashes  of  a mediocre  season  the 
year  before,  and  a losing  one  in  ’53  to  nearly  pull  the  upset  of 
the  week.  A bad  pass  from  center  was  the  joker  that  stopped 
them. 

And  in  1951,  when  a highly  favored  Utah  squad  eked  out  a 
7-6  victory  from  a BYU  team  that  hadn’t  believed  it  was  beaten 
before  it  started  and  refused  to  go  out  on  the  field  and  play  dead. 

AND  WHAT  OF  THE  28-28  tie  in  1950,  a game  that  many  peo- 
ple consider  one  of  the  Cougars  finest  football  hours.  Or  the  12-7 
game  in  1954,  with  Cats  deep  in  Utah  territory  at  the  final  gun. 

This  year  there  is  a spirit  on  the  Cougar  squad  that  has  been 
lacking  for  some  time.  A terrific  will  to  win  has  made  itself  evi- 
dent. In  situations  where  ballplayers  could  understandably  become 
tired  and  discouraged  the  Cats  have  continued  to  play  hard  foot- 
ball. doing  the  best  they  could  up  to  the  final  gun,  not  letting  up 
at  all. 

UTAH  WILL  BE  coming  to  Provo  highly  favored  to  win.  The 
Cougars  are  improved,  but  supposedly  not  enough  to  have  much 
of  a chance  against  the  Redskins.  But  the  new  BYU  spirit  will  be 
there,  resting  on  a fighting  football  squad  that  is  not  planning  on 
going  out  on  the  field  and  giving  the  game  away. 

Many  people  are  predicting  a Ute  victory  by  this  many  or 
that  many  points.  We  don’t  try  to  kid  ourselves  that  we  can  pick 
out  a score  that  will  even  come  close  to  what  the  final  one  will 
be. 

So  we  won’t  Jry  to  say  what  the  score  will  be.  All  we  will  say 
is  this:  There  will  be  sixty  minutes  of  real  football  played  at  the 
Cougar  stadium  Friday  night.  And  we  won’t  be  terribly  surprised 
if  the  Cougars  win.  We  are  long  overdue  a victory  in  the  Utah 
series.

A FOOTBALL  rivalry  which 
dates  back  to  1922  will  be  re- 
sumed Friday  night  when  Brig- 
ham Young  University  hosts  the 
University  of  Utah  at  .the  Cou- 
gar Stadium. 

Utah  is  a heavy  favorite  tb 
hand  the  Cougars  their  first 
league  setback.  Last  week-end, 
while  Utah  was  handling  Mon- 
tana 26-6,  BYU  and  Colorado 
A&M  fought  to  a scoreless  tie 
at  Fort  Collins. 

IN  PRE-SEASON  polls'  Den- 
ver, Wyoming,  Utah  State,  and 
Utah  were  ranked  as  the  four 
contenders  for  the  Skyline  title. 

However,  Denver  and  Utah 
State  dropped  their  opening  con- 
ference games  last  week-end, 
leaving  only  Wyoming  and  Utah 
undefeated  in  Skyline  play,  and 
either  one  of  those  teams  could 
win  the  conference  crown. 

The  Utah-BYU  rivalry  is  one 


of  the  most  lopsided  in  the  na- 
tion, as  BYU  has  won  only  one 
contest  in  the  31 -game  series. 
The  lone  Cougar  victory  came 
in  1942  when  the  Cats  squeezed 
past  the  Redskins,  12-7. 

UTAH’S  biggest  win  over  the 
Brighams  came  in  their  series 
opener,  when  the  Utes  scored  a 
49-0  victory.  Altogether  Utah 
has  won  26  games,  BYU  1,  and 
four  have  ended  in  ties. 

However,  since  1950,  BYU  and 
Utah  have  played  some  thrilling 
games.  The  1950  contest  saw  the 
Cougars  and  Redskins  battle  to 
a 28-28  tie.  The  next  season 
Utah  eked  out  a 7-6  victory. 

The  1952  game  saw  the  Utes 
rack  up  a 34-6  victory.  In  1953 
before  a national  television 
audience,  Utah  outlasted  BYU 
in  a thrilling  33-32  contest.  In 
1954  Utah  won  12-7.
